tru ction of many native b u n. Kap li 
disap p earance of the Leau tifu ' blos­ 
soms which were once so p lentifu l 
everywhere has directed attention to 
the fact that the organization servos 
a u sefu l p u rp ose. 
While laws have been made 
foi 
the p rotection of wild animal 
lift 
and for more stu rdy forms of vege­ 
tation the wild flower Is withou t le 
gitl p rotection. Sentiment and com­ 
mercial instinct have combined 
to 
p reserve birds and forests, 
bu t sen 
tIntent alone stands betweep the flow 
era and early extermination. They 
are not valu able from the viewp oint 
of dollars and are not likely, there­ 
fore, to secu re the attention of law 
makers. And yet there ¡ire few of u s 
who do not recognize their worth as 
ornamentation for 
an ou t-of-door« 
that wou ld bo mu ch leas attractive 
withou t them. 
To thou ghtlessness may be 
attri­ 
bu ted to the destru ction of many of 
ou r wild flowers. Wo go into fields 
where they bloom and withou t taking 
accou nt of what we are doing gather 
great bu nches of blossoms for more 
p leasu re of p ossessing tho p retty, del 
loafe things. They wither as we tou ch 
them and their beau ty fades before 
we can carry them home, before they 
have haf p erformed their mission of 
delighting tho eyes of man. 
Children are the greatest offend 
era, bu t they are not the only cu l­ 
p rit« . Many grown p ersons th ou ght­ 
lessly p lu ck wild flowers and contrib­ 
u te to th e work of destru ction. And 
many more neglect to Instru ct 
the 
hildren that 
the 
p icking of wild 
flowers means a waste that cannot be 
rep laced.

The fast mail which was wrecked 
canted eight cars, Inclu ding n diner, 
which was crowded at the time of the 
wreck and every coach was tilled with 
p assengers Ixwind tor Chicago and In­ 
termediate p oints.

mall ears were thrown from the track : 
and the p assengers were hu rled from

U K colleges, says Ilcrlxirt Spenecr, cater to the ormimental J 
rather than to the useful in knowledge. 
And many are doubt-! 
ing if the old standbys and favorite course are really worth! 
while— or rather if the time could not better bexspcnt on other) 
subjects. 
There are many who make the samevcriticism of) 


our public schools. 
This is an age, we are told, of specialization. 
The work­ 
man of the middle ages, of the groat guilds, was a> journoyma 
until he had learned all of his trade, even to the making of 
the tools required in that trad*?. 
Today those trades have 
been divided and subdivided and each subdivision constitutes a trade inj 
itself. 
The professional man narrows himself to one branch of his pro-j 
fossion and becomes un expert. 
It is obviously impossible to acquire even a superficial knowledge of! 
all tho arts and sciences of today during one lifetime. 
However, the next* 
best thing to possessing information on any subject is to know where to j 
locate that information when you want it. 
To he sure, we have encyclo-j 
pedias with their interesting, though sketchy, information, to which we- 
may refer. 
But is it not a good idea to have in our schools a course in j 
indexes of authorities and sources of information? 
That is, instead of 
eramlning our heads full of facts and knowledge of the different arts and 
sciences, this course would present us with the keys of the different «forage 
warehouses, where this merchandise is kept. 
Instead of a “ commit to memory” course, why not merely a skeleton! 
course on broad general lines, with a knowledge of where to go to till in j 
the details. 
A too great knowledge of details often means a wrong per-j 
spentive. 
With a broad foundation well laid in our school life, and aj 
knowledge of where to go to find the materials needed to complete thet 
Structure, we could take up the work at any time in subsequent life and! 
carry it on intelligently. 
The public library would then become the com-i 
plement of our school system. 
It would seem that we have already entered on this index course in ’ 
our public schools. 
The knowledge given there of botany, physiology, 
(ireek and Roman history-, poetry, literature, languages, etc., is not very, 
f;rr reaching. 
But it is sufficient to act as an introduction to those fields, 
and as a stimulus for wider and vhx'per knowledge of the subjects. 
1 believe, therefore, that too many subjects are not taught in our 
public schools. 
11 is the one chance that most of the pupils will have 
of learning something of these subjects, to get even a hird’s-eve view of 
those green pastures of knowledge. 
Reading, ’riting and Tithmetic we' 
shall have with us always. 
We shnlllhave ample opportunity during our 
lifetime to improve in all three lines. 
Our daily newspaper will ¡Hiptdj 
the reading, our everyday business, orihousehold economy the arithmetic,1 
and as for spelling, the phonetic, but\erroneous, spelling of today may) 
ho the rule tomorrow. 
But the so-called’“ frills” of education— these are aj 
luxury which, perhaps, were undreamediof but for our public school intro-j 


duet ion. 
Let us remind those who object'to aught hut the three R ’s beingi 
taught in our public schools that thc&s brief courses on various subjects] 
may ho the seed falling on fertile soil. 
They may produce in young minds] 
a desire to know more, and may yield fruit from soil that otherwise were* 
sterile. 
The seed planted may blos­ 
som into flowers to cheer an other­ 
wise monotonous life. 
By all means 
let iw have the frills.
